Black Chief 
Is Kidnapped 
In Rhodesia

SALISBURY, Rhodesia, June 8, 
—Nationalist guerrillas heve kid- 
napped one of Rheodesia’s senior 
black tribal chiefs, Internal Af- 
iairs Minister Jack Musset seid 
today. 

Mr. Musset described the ab- 
ducted man, Chief Mabika, as 
“en outstanding administrator and 
outspoken opponent of terrorism.” 
Chief Mabika is one of the coun- 
try’s 10 senior chiefs and sat in 
the Senate, a multiracial body. 
He was nominated to the Senate 
by the country's Council of Chiefs. 

No details were made public 
about the kidnapping of Chief 
Mabika. 

He lived in the Bikita district 
ef southeastern Rhodesia, about 
60 miles west of Chipinga, near 
the Mozambique border, where a 
white farmer's wife and two 
daughters died in a land-mine 
explosion last weekend. 

Rhodesian troops today con- 
tirued the hunt for those who 
planted the mine. 

Ominons Note 

Meanwhile, an ominous note in 
the war was sounded today when 
security force headquarters an- 
nounced that saboteurs—it did 
rot call them guerrillas or ter- 
rorists—had tried to blow up two 
private planes parked on an air- 
strip at the Bumi Hills game re- 
sort near Lake Kariba, 

In itself, the incident was 
minor, since the planes were 
slightly damaged and no one was 
injured. 

But it occurred in the north- 
western region, which had been 
almost completely free of inci- 
dents.
